Fay seeks payment of $27k

The Town Crier learned Tuesday 
that Wilmington School Superin- 
tendent William Fay is seeking 
$27,140.32 for buyback of sick 
time, vacation time, a waived pay 
raise, and other adjustments. That 
figure excludes his base salary and, 
according to Fay, is "all money due 
me through December 31." 

Fay was notified during the 
summer that his contract would not 
be renewed. The contract expires 
at the end of December. The 
committee is currently preparing 
to interview four finalists for Fay's 
job. 

Fay sent a letter to all members 
of the school board on Tuesday 
notifying them that the business 
administrator is preparing a 
warrant for their signatures, In the 
letter he spells out compensation he 
feels is due him as well as legal and 
contractual reasons for the various 


payments, 


continuing as superintendent. Since 
the committee has seen fit to 
terminate me, I no longer fecl 
obligated to waive my seven 
percent raise. For the record, my 
contract requires both parties to 
sign off on any permanent changes 
to my contract. There was no 
» Sign-off on this issue." 

In addition, Fay is secking 
$9,564.78 in unused vacation time; 
$3,000 in sick day buyback; $5,000 
in retirement incentive pay; $2,000 
in longevity pay; $1,717.47 in 
disability pay; and $248.06 in 
retroactive pay for a 11.5 vacation 
day adjustment. 

Fay confirmed Wednesday he did 


send the letter to the committee, 
but added he was "not happy" that 
it was in the hands of the press. 
When asked if submission of the 
compensation package means he 
will leave the system before his 
contract expires, Fay replied 
firmly, "My plan is to be here till 
December 31." 

"A warrant is going around. 
There should be no discussion on 
it. They should sign the warrant 
and I should get paid," he said 
adding, "the money, in fact, is 
owed me." 

The superintendent said he did 
not know if the school committee 
would bring up the matter at their 
next meeting.

Eleven athletes on the high school 
football team have been suspended 
in connection with the hazing 
incident at the preseason football 
camp in August. The decision by 
Supt. of Schools William Fay was 
made on Friday, but was not 
announced until Monday to give 
the students and their parents the 
weekend to decide whether they 
would appeal further. 

In his decision, Fay overruled 
stiffer penalties imposed by high 
school Principal Paul Fleming. 
Fleming recommended disciplinary 
action against 14 athletes. That 
punishment was in accordance with 
the school handbook and included 
five days suspension from school 
and removal from the team for the 
rest of the year, said Fay. 

In his decision, Fay reduced the 
punishment to three days suspen- 
sion from school and a one game 
suspension, The punishment went 
into effect on Monday. The 11 
students will sit out this Saturday's 
game against Methuen. There was 
no mention made in Fay's press 
release of any help for those who 
were victimized. 

The press release was distributed 
by Business Administrator Peter 
DeRoeve Monday at noon. Fay 
said, as a result of appeals by all of 
the students, he found that three 
had no involvement in the hazing 
and their penalties were rescinded. 
He added all the boys and their 
parents have accepted his decision. 

“As far as the administration of 
the Wilmington Public Schools is 
concerned, this matter is closed and 
there will be no further public 
comment," he stated -in the 
publicity release. 

On Monday afternoon, Fay told

Football camp banned;_. 
parents protest treatment |

The Wilmington Wildcats will no 
longer have overnight football 
camps, after a unanimous vote of 
the Wilmington School Committee. 
The vote came at the tail end of a 
heated meeting that could best be 
described as a public condemnation 
of two members of the school 
board. 

Despite hope that the meeting 
would begin the healing process, a 
standing-room-only crowd hooted 
and hollered and clapped their 
approval as parents and officials 
alike stepped up to the microphone 
to chastise committeemen Linda 
McMenimen and Dr. Shirley 
Callan. Speakers charged that the 
two officials had embarrassed the 
town by speaking too freely with 
the media about hazing incidents 
that ocurred at a preseason football 
camp in August. 

"The comments to the press were 
unprofessional and irresponsible," 
said Sharon Devlin. 

School board member Phil Fen- 
ton charged that the two women 
“relished” the negative publicity 
and "deliberately" leaked informa- 
tion to the press for their "own 
political agendas." He said the 
media stories reminded him of the 
Salem Witch Trials, 

Most outspoken was Town Mana- 
ger Michael Caira, who received 
standing ovations from the crowd. 

"Everybody here has victims. 
Everybody here has been victi- 
mized," he said, Caira told Callan

a punishment to fit the crime, He 
said the "most troubling" aspect for 
him was, that under the school 
handbook, there was no leeway to 
distinguish between the observors 
and the participants. Fay admitted 
the principal was "in a box" and 
had "no flexibility" to do anything 
other than go strictly by the 
handbook. He, on the other hand, 
had more flexibility under the 


Fleming was cautious in his 
reaction to Fay's decision. 

"I really don't feel it's in the best 
interest of the kids in school who 
don't play football to offer any 
kind of opinion that would perpe- 
trate this (matter)," he said, 
Fleming went on to add," "I think 
we did a moral and honest job, He 
(Fay) is doing what he thinks is 
right. The whole situation is 
Clearly up to the school board." 

None of the seven members 
contacted gave whole-hearted 
support to the superintendent's 
decision. Two — Brad Jackson and 
Paul Palizzolo — said they didn't 
have enough information ‘to judge 
the decision. Palizzolo did say, 
however, "I was surprised it was as 
lenient as it wi 

The three female members of the 
board also felt the punishment 
wasn't strong enough. They 
worried, too, if this would make it 
more difficult for Fleming and his 
Assistant Principal Ed Woods to 
enforce the school handbook, 

"That punishment is not severe 
enough for the perpetrators of 
these actions and it clearly 
undermines the ability of the high 
school administrative team to 
enforce the discipline code per the 
student handbook," said Peggy 
Kane. 

"It's about what I expected," said 
Linda McMenimen who added that 


and McMenimen "they hold you 
accountable for what you did to 
this community, for what you said 
to the press." He noted that the 
athletes didn't have to attend camp 
to be victims, 

"All they had to do was be 
represented by school committee 
members whose actions were far 
more outrageous than those they 
are trying to correct," Caira said. 

Caira claimed that both members 
were “well aware” that what they 
told the newspapers was untrue, 
When McMenimen asked Caira 
"which of the facts in any of those 
newspapers were untrue?" Caira 
turned to the crowd and yelled, 
"She still doesn't get it, does she?" 

The meeting was called to review 
the findings of Paul Fleming, 
principal of the high school, and 
Supt. William Fay, relative to 
supervision at the camp and pu- 
nishment meted out to the students 
involved in the hazing. Much of 
that agenda was overshadowed by 
the parents' anger over the atten- 
tion the media has given the story. 
Fay did read a prepared statement 
to the crowd. In it, he denied many 
of the printed allegations. 

"There was no violation of any 
student with broomsticks or any 
other devices or instruments this 
year or any year,” he said. 

Fay assured the audience "we're 
not going to make light of the 
incidents." He went on to say that 
football camp was "carefully 
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"I don't feel the perpetrators have 
been punished,” 

"The superintendent has set a 
precedent here: if you don't like a 
course of action, you just go over 
their head... It sets a terrible 
example," said Dr. Shirley Callan, 

When asked if justice had been 
served in this instance, boatd 
Chairman Bob Peterson would 
only say, "in some cases yes and in 
some cases no." 

Phil Fenton did not return a call 
from this paper, 

All board members praised 
Fleming for the way he carried out 
their directive, 

Jackson said it best when he noted 
Fleming has done, "an absolutely 
outstanding job." He went on to 
say, "Mr. Fleming has every right 
to be proud. I support him 100 
percent." 

Kane used the opportunity to send 
a message to the victims of the 
hazing: "I'm truly sorry for what 
you had to endure. Hazing is a 
crime, What was done to you was 
wrong and in no way would it be 
condoned by me." She said, tod, 
the school board could override 
Fay's decision at their next 
meeting. 

Dr. Carol Golub, Executive 
Director of Wilmington Famil 
Counseling, was asked her opinidh 
of the effect of hazing on 13 y 
old boys, She had the following 
statement: "I think it can be very 
traumatic in a young man's life to 
be forced into these kinds of 
experiences. It's really important 
they get some psychologial 
support. Hazing's a problém 
because it doesn't tend to affect 
everyone equally or in the same 
way." Dr. Golub added that unless 
a person deals with the reality of 
what happened it can later affect 
his"whole life."

Recall of school 
officials underway

A move to recall two members of 
the Wilmington School Committee 
is now in progress. On Tuesday, 
Selectman Dan Ballou began the 
process to recall committeemen 
Linda McMenimen and Dr. Shirley 
Callan. 

At last week's selectmen's meet- 
ing, Ballou said he would support a 
recall if neither member resigned 
by Monday at noon. According to 
Town Clerk Kay Scanlon, no 
resignations have been forth- 
coming. Ballou said publicly he 
would seek a recall because the 
women allegedly violated their 
own code of ethics in speaking too 
freely with the press about the 
recent hazing at football camp. 

Ballou told this paper Tuesday he 
had drawn up two affidavits with 
the help of his attorney. Under the 
recall process outlined in the Town 
Charter, said Scanlon, Ballou will 
have to obtain the names of 150 


registered voters on each affidavit. 
There must be at least 10 voters 
from each precinct included in the 
150 names. 

Scanlon said once the two 
affidavits are submitted to her 
office and certified, she must 
Prepare a Petition for Recall for 
each member. Those petitions are 
sent to the board of selectmen and 
copies delivered to the first 10 
persons named in the affidavits. 
The petitions are then circulated 
throughout the town. To be valid, 
each petition needs 1,010 signa- 
tures. That figure is 10 percent of 
the residents who voted in the last 
election, said the Town Clerk. 

Scanlon told the Town Crier in 
her 14 years at town hall there has 
never, to her knowledge, been a 
recall of a public official. Once, 
she added, a recall did get under- 
way but was never concluded. 

"Personally, I hope we will not 
have one this time. It's not a good 
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thing for the community. Hope- 
fully, people will let the situation 
calm down," she said. 

Ballou said he was determined to 
“pursue the process and use the 
power the Town Charter gives us,” 

The sclectmen explained his main 
hope was that "people who are 
elected would get the message." 
That message, he said, was that all 
the students at the high school and 
their parents ended up being 
victimized because of the "conduct" 
of the two committee members. 

"We can't tolerate that. If they 
want to be in elective office, they 
have to be sensitive to all of our 
kids," he said. 

When asked about the recall 
petition circulating in the schools 
last week, Ballou said it didn't 
come from him. He added his own 
son got one in the mail and it was 
postmarked from North Reading. 

"As a selectmen in the town I 
certainly know the proper 
procedure," he said. 


As words flew back and forth, 
Stanley took Sadowski's comments 
as an affront to the search 
committee. 

"If we didn't do our job, what's 
the sense of having us? She 


questioned us before. She questions 


us now," said Stanley as she left the 
room. Two other tenants followed. 


"I appreciate the work the 


subcommittee has done (but) I have 
no idea what's in there," Sadowski 
maintained. The material 
question was reportedly delivered 


to the chairman on Sunday but, 
because of the confidential nature 
of the documents, he did not send 
copies to the board before the 
meeting. 


Dan Gillis, who did not serve on 


the subcommittee or take part in 
the prior discussion, reminded the 
board he "nothing to do" with the 
selection of a new director. 
However, he added if the board 
took a vote that night he would 
“personally challenge it.” 


In the end, the board agreed to 


meet again on the issue Monday at 
7:30 p.m, Siracusa drew a round of 
applause from tenants in the 
audience when he promised, "On 
Monday we're going to vote."

ESTIMATED TAXES? 


Under new regulations, more 
people than ever have to pay 
estimated taxes and they'd better 
pay them on time, 

Most people have taxes’ withheld 
from their weekly paychecks that 
pretty well cover the amount due. 
Those with outside income are 
also supposed to pay-as-they-go 
and remit estimated taxes every 
quarter,usually 25 percent of the 
total cach time.

Tom ticks off his own health || 
history: a stroke in 1978, cancer in 
1981, diabetes in 1990, and an 
amputation, 

"Everyone is here for the same 
reason. It's our out. It's our social 
outict," he says. Tom is currently 
trying to organize an AIM group 
in his hometown of Arlington. 

Chris Colangelo, who has Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis, comes to AIM for 
the “warm atmosphere." She comes 
even on days when she doesn't feel 
so well and her 22 year old 
daughter has to push her out the 
door. 

"It helps tremendously to come 
here. It lifts me right up," she says 
with a laugh. 

Completing the circle is Anthony 
Mariano, who is on disablility 
because of his glaucoma and 
diabetes. He faces laser surgery on 
his eye in the near future, but he 
assures you it helps to be with 
friends. 

As you walk around the room, 
you can't help but be caught up in 
the easy banter and the grectings 
that fly from one table to the next. 
You see the camraderie of friends 
who learned about AIM by word 
of mouth and came to give it a try. 

Because of the success of the 
Wilmington group, many members 
express hope that the same formula 
will lead to similar groups 
throughout the Commonwealth. 
Carol Beaudoin, president of the 
handicapped group WCCD, says 
she has had several inquiries from 
other towns seeking to start their 
own social organization. Beaudoin 
is proud of the effort Judy and 
others have made to keep AIM 
alive and says there is always room 
for newcomers. 


"In many ways, it's the same 
people from the very beginning.

I thought rape was illegal. 

So I guess last Wednesday's school committee meeting 
would pass prosecutor's scrutiny only under the guise that it 
was a political mauling, an ironically frequent occurrence in a 
town which boasts its political apathy but lives an almost 
weekly routine of squalid politics. 

The power of the medium portrayed the schoo! committee 
as the sheepish, guilt-ridden crew, culpable of high-crimes 
and misdemeanors the likes of which have not been seen since 
Charles I. 

The clarion callers of pious truth telling came in different 
figures. They were rude, at times abusive, and used — 
abused — their football kids by displaying them like a jumbo, 
animated tote-board ready to applaud or moan on parental 
cue. The players being there was disrespectful because school 
committee-members should not have to be insulted by their 
own students. It's bad enough they have to swallow it whole 
from the parents. 

Simply put, this pathetic, public episode was smutty, 
degencrating, emotional to the point of hysteria and, unlike a 
good football game, lacked any sense of moral values, 
sportsmanship or purpose. 

It stunk to high-Heaven! 

I can't figure out who was more at fault here. School 
Committee Chairman Bob Peterson for allowing it to go on 
— though how could he have stopped it — or the other 
municipal leaders who anxiously jumped at the chance to 
lynch a few women who dare to hold public offices — the 
heretofore sacrosanct domain of portly, cigar-smoking men in 
blue, pin-striped suits with red, power-ties. 

This column has hardly been a running ad for Shirley 
Callan, Peggy Kane and the National Organization for 
Women. I'll not likely be vulnerable to accusation of 
women-in-politics apologist. As for Callan, you may 
remember my criticisms triggered that cherished threat from 
her lawyer. I framed the letter and bemused the threat. 

So it's with little bias that I defend her and the other rape 
victims for their standing up to the mob and advocating a 
professional response to a serious problem. The mob, inci- 
dentally, is a scant minority artificially inflated by television. 

If mistakes have been made by the school committee it's a 
side-bar issue being manipulated by a few not-ready- 
for-Toastmasters, junior-league players. They can't come to 
grips with the fact that their darling angels are neither, They 
achieve their collective orgasm from these burn-'em-at-the- 
stake events, which I guess keeps them from going home and 
beating up their dogs. . . or worse. 

Nonetheless, Peggy Kane is right. The real issue is dealing 
properly and ethically with the breach of the student code of 
conduct. The least political way to do that was to adhere to the, 
recommendation for 14 suspensions as made by. Principal Paul 
Fleming. 

Fleming's authority as headmaster has sadly been subverted 
by the lame-duck superintendent who overturned three of the 
suspensions and reduced penalties for the remaining 11. 

So much for school based management. 

This thing has assumed a life of its own with repercussions 
sure to last through the next local’election or an earlier recall 
fight. 

In the meantime, the Wilmington School Committee is 
learning a very painful lesson.

Fay tried to make punishment fair

Following the announcement by the Wilmington school 
administration that the superintendent of schools was reducing the 
punishments meted out to several football players, many people in 
town are wondering how and why the superintendent would 
change the degree of punishment given by the principal and called 
for in the student handbook. 

The matter is not as simple as it seems. Fay had to come out with 
a solution that was equitable and fair. 

"T'm the only one who was in possession of all the facts," said the 
superintendent. He interviewed most of the parents, and had access 
to all the students’ records. He also had more discretion than was 
available to the principal. 

First of all, the Massachusetts law against hazing recognizes 
different degrees of participation. There are the perpetrators of 
hazing, active participants. There are spectators. And there are 
people who know of the incident and say nothing. 

Under the student handbook, there is no differentiation of degree 
of participation. A student who knew of the incident is as guilty as 
the ones who took the lead. 

What Fay had before him was a situation where punishment had 
been given to three students who know of the hazing, but did not 
report it. How can you punish students for that? That takes the 
number down to eleven. 

Of those eleven, some were spectators, some were participants 
So there-was more than enough guilt to go around. 

But what would happen to the guilty ones if the punishments 
were to be separated into perpetrators and spectators. Instantly, by 
the absence of the suspended parties, the identities of all would be 
known. 

Mind you, Massachusetts law prohibits the press from identifying

juveniles who have been charged with crimes. There is still the 
belief that youngsters can benefit from some correction if 
properly applied. Therefore they are generally allowed some 
protection from the media spotlight that comes with charges being 
leveled. 

Whoever leaked the supposed nature of the hazing acts to the 
press created a situation where singling out the perpetrators would 
literally brand three or four youngsters with a scarlet letter. The 
media spotlight created a scene in which the administration of the 
normal level of punishment would possibly have ruined the lives 
of three or four youngsters. 

This is what Fay was trying to avoid. By reducing the 
punishment for all involved, he was trying to be fair to those who 
were only spectators, yet provide enough punishment for those 
who took part in the hazing, without identifying them. 

Fay spoke with most of the parents involved. The parents of the 
victims had asked that the matter be handled by the administration 
and not the police. Also, at the appeal level, when Fay made his 
decision, agreements were signed by all the parents and the boys 
accepting the level of punishments meted out. 

Fay said that had he separated the students by degrees of 
participation, the parents would have gone to court. - 

Should the School Committee attempt to override. the 
superintendent, would it put the students under double jeopardy? 

Granted, the victims of the hazing had a less than wonderful 
experience. But if Fay is to be accused of trying to smooth the 
situation over, it is out of his genuine concem for the well-being 
of the youngsters involved. He'is not running a jail, but a school 
system, where his job is to provide an educational experience 
where youngsters can leam to be good adults.

A public lynching

Welcome to Wilmington where, for one night, a lynch mob 
mentality prevailed. If you weren't embarrassed to be living in 
Wilmington before, you had to be after the two hour debacle last 
Wednesday night at Town Hall. 

Instead of concentrating on the facts of the recent hazing 
incidents at the preseason football camp and actions to be taken 
against the perpetrators, those in attendance were treated to a 
public lynching of two female members of the school committee. 
Their crime? Talking to the press and refusing to downplay the 
seriousness of the allegations and the harm done the victims. 

Both Shirley Callan and Linda McMenimen remained impassive 
through two hours of booing, catcalls, and verbal abuse. Most of 
the abuse was heaped on them by parents who were feeling their 
own pain because THEIR children have been subject to ridicule as 
a result of the whole mess. Ganging up with the parents were such 
town notables as School Committceman Phil Fenton, Town 
Moderator Jim Stewart, and Town Manager Michael Caira. 

Athletes from the football team and members of the Student 
School Committee were silent. Citizens at home and in the greater 
Boston area got an earful, thanks to the magic of television. And 
through it all you had to wonder what was more important: the 
damage done to five or so 13 year olds or preserving the status 
quo AND the Thanksgiving game with Tewksbury. 

Throughout history there have been scapegoats and attempts to 
place blame. In this case, the blame was misplaced. Neither 
committeeman went to the press. The press came to them. Neither 
committee member-did more than speak her mind on the issue. 
That, to some of us, is more admirable than attempts to make 
light of the facts or to hush up what actually happened. 

The school committee should have been informed from the 
beginning that there was an investigation underway, and given 
some guidelines on handling the media. Members had a right to 
know, considering they were preparing to appoint Coach 
Harrison to the high school teaching staff. And especially since 
members had originally approved the camp, which was under 
their jurisdiction. Had there been more trust between the 
superintendent and the school committee, the situation might have 
been different. 

Wednesday's meeting sent out a negative message — about this 
town's morals and values and yes, priorities. The mecting was 


ugly. It was disturbing. It made many of us cringe in 
embarrassment and intimidation. And it left a host of questions 
that may now never be answered. 

The people deserve the facts. For starters, they should know 
what actually ocurred at the camp. What could be worse than 
what we imagine or what has been played up over and over in the 
press? They should know why cabins were largely unsupervised 
at night with no adults residing in the five buildings--and why 
some adults feel it's all right for "boys to be boys." They should 
know whether those young boys who were victimized have 
returned to school and what, if anything, is being done to help 
them? And they should question what message is being sent to our 
young people by supposedly responsible adults. 

Judging by a statement made by a former football player, 
hazing has been a rie of passage — and a source of shame — at 
Camp Wakuta since 1979. Banning the ovemight camp is a step in 
the right direction. But more needs to be done. 

Before we can put this whole issue behind us and begin the 
healing process, we have to re-evaluate the role of football and all 
sports in Wilmington. We have to re-think our value system and 
remind ourselves that it's the person who's important and not any 
adolescent fun and games, games which humiliate and degrade the 
human spirit. We have to stop politicizing the issue and protecting 
those responsible and make a pledge that what happened late last 
summer will never happen again.

I just don't get it! I med on my 
television last night to settle down 
for a nice restful evening, but as I 
flipped through the stations to find 
something to watch, I caught the 
school committee meeting at the 
Town Hall. Before two- minutes 
went by, I was caught up in the 
emotions of the evening and glued 
to my set. 

This letter isn't really meant to 
single out any particular individual, 
although some have made certain 
Statements that puzzle me.

~as 'Hundred Acre Meadow'

What is the “Hundred Acre 
Meadow?" 

The name has appeared in the 
news stories since the September 
30 gasoline truck accident where 
Route 93 crosses the Ipswich River, 

It is probable that the meadow is 
much larger than the name implies. 
The name probably was given the to 
the area by the first settlers in 
Andover. 

The first settlers in Andover 
(North Andover, c. 1640) tried to 
go to Boston cross country rather 
than take a boat down the river and 
then sail along the rocky coast. The 
easiest route they found was what is 
now Woburn Street in Wilmington, 
which they named "The Boston 
Road," probably about 1645. 

"Jenks Bridge" (Jenkins Bridge) 
was the name given about 1710 to 
the Woburn Street bridge across the 
Ipswich. History says it was erected 
in 1648 by settlers in Reading, in 
response to an order by the Great 
and General Court (the state 
legislature) in 1647. 

In the Woburn-Wilmington area 
the road became known as "The 
Andover Road," a name which 
lasted for many years, Woburn 
Street was so named early in 1900, 
by a town meeting vote in 
Wilmington. 

The Hundred Acre Meadow starts 
where the Lubbers Brook flows 
under the bridge at Concord Street 
in Wilmington. At "Jenks" (bridge) 
several brooks join to form the 
Ipswich River. The meadow goes 
easterly through North Reading and 
Reading, at their common 
boundary. At North Reading Center 
the meadow no longer exists and the 
river flows easterly toward 
Lynnfield.

September 30, on Route 93, was 
within a few feet of the Ipswich 
River, It very closely threatened the 
water supply of Reading, which 
originates from wells in that 
meadow. 

A large amount of peat was 
excavated from the meadow because 
of the spilled gasoline, downstream 
from Route 93. An estimate of a 
week ago put the excavation at 2400 
yards, with the peat to be replaced 
with clean fill. 

Six Reading wells were shut down 
within hours of the accident. The 
last two were shut down two wecks 
ago. Reading was then drawing 
water from Stoneham and 
Wakefield, on an emergency basis.

Dr.Kenneth M. Leavitt of 
Wilmington will be leaving for 
Lithuania this fall to help the newly 
independent country get back on its 
feet - literally. 

Dr. Leavitt is a podiatrist on the 
staff of New England Memorial 
Hospital and he and fellow foot 
surgeons Drs, Brian Zinsméister 
and Elizabeth Vulanich will spend 
cight to 10 days in November at the 
Vilnius University Emergency 
Hospital giving lectures and 
performing surgery. Dr. Manvilius 
Kocius, head of the traumatological 
and orthopedic clinics of the Vilnius 
hospital extended the invitation to 
Dr. Leavitt and his colleagues to 
visit.

am here for the care and protection 
of children," several audience 
members cried out in protest. 

McMenimen referred to the past 
few weeks as "a nightmare of 
horrific magnitude." She told the 
crowd the memory of the 1981 
camp and hazings "still haunts me." 
McMenimen was a member of the 
school committee at that time, She 
relayed the sequence of events that 
happened to her personally since 
the investigation got underway, 
ending with the assurance that she 
had not called any of the media or 
revealed anything specific to 
reporters. 

To the victims she said, "I 
personally apologize to the victims 
because I feel in some way I-have 
failed them." 

Committeeman Peg Kane argued 
that the main issue was becoming 
clouded with other matters. She 
admitted "I did not know how to 
handle this (media blitz); I did not 
answer the phone for days." 

Tony Capuano made one of the 
few positive statements of the night 
as he supported the investigation 
carried out by Fleming. 

"If something in fact did happen, 
it cannot be swept under the rug," 
he said. 

There was some question of 
whether handbooks containing the 
hazing law were distributed to the 
students, While administrators said 
they weren't yet given out this 
year, Coach Harrison said he 
reviewed the law with 13 seniors 


on the team. Fleming said 
afterward all students had the 
handbooks-fromthe previous year 
and-the rules remain in effect until 
new books are distributed. 

Harrison tendered his own 
apology. 

"I am sincerely sorry for 
anything that happened up there. 
They (the players) should have 
come to me. They didn't,” he said.

Groans were heard twice during 
the procedings: once when Fay said 
"when boys get together as a 
group, they do things they 
wouldn't do as individuals." And 
again when Rose Murray made the 
observation that "boys will be 
boys." 

When Fay made his recommen- 
dation to eliminate overnight 
camps, several residents stood up 
to protest the move saying it would 
punish the whole student body for 
the acts of a few, Committeeman 
Brad Jackson noted "this is simply 
a matter of safety." 

Paul Bova, a former victim and 
later a perpetrator in hazing 
incidents in the early 1980's said 
suspensions wouldn't solve the 
problem. 

"I was more humiliated by the 
public knowing. They've (the 
perpetrators) already paid their 
dues, believe me," he maintained, 

Some parents spoke out in 
support of the coaching staff, 
expecially Ed Harrison. Callan 
explained the issue was one of 
supervision and any statements 
made were not meant to reflect 
negatively on Harrison's character 
or integrity. Some parents also 
complained, with 14 potential 
suspensions, there would be no 
Thanksgiving game. 

In the end, the only decision 
made was to eliminate overnight 
camps in the future. 

Reaction to the meeting was swift 
from some residents who chose to 
stay home and watch the meeting 
on cable TV. Three residents 
interviewed opposed the way the 
meeting—was—run—and—disagreed— 
with the strong: feelings of the 
parents. 

"This was like a lynch mob. It 
was unbelievable. It seemed like 
what happened to those kids doesn't 
matter at all," said one parent who 
requested anonymity. 

"I know this town loves football 
but they get crazy. Isn't there any 
justice in the world for the 
victims? What happened 
(Wednesday) was totally uncalled 
for, totally unprofessional," said 
the second parent, whose son 
participates in another sport at 
Wilmington High. 

The third parent was disgusted 
with the "mob scene" and dismissed’ 
the whole matter as "all politics.” ~

Keeping the animal 
population in check 


Once upon a time, the state would 
capture bothersome beavers, and 
ship them to another region of the 
state that didn't have so many. But 
not anymore. There is no place left 
in Massachusetts that doesn't have 
beavers, so the program ended. If 
you have trouble with beavers now, 
then yup, you've got trouble. Like 
Chelmsford. Homes in parts of that 
town are being flooded out by all 
the beaver activity, 

Chelmsford outlawed all trapping 
not long ago, but recently they had 
to lift that ban because of the home 
damage caused by beavers, And the 
proposal to give vasectomies to the 
beavers -- it was a stupid idea from 
the git-go. Only a beaver can tell a 
male from a female, without using 
professional veterinary surgery. 

Beavers, like many species in this 
part of the world, don't face much 
predation. A 40-pound beaver isn't 
in any danger from wolves or bears 
in Massachusetts, so their numbers 
have exploded. Today, we have big 
fat beavers, everywhere, seemingly 
in every pond and stream. Deer and 
raccoons are the same -- growing in 
numbers with no serious predators.

THE STONE ZOO LIVES!

s you walk through the 
front gates of the 
Walter D, Stone Zoo 


you realize right off that you have 
entered a world that is much like 
your own but as different as if it 
was a well designed amusement 
park, 

Looking directly ahead your 
eyes take in a very peaceful wet- 
lands scene that shows what parts 
of your community might look 
like if development had not 
encroached. Just to the left is the 
steel bars and concrete walls that 
keep the public a safe distance 
from the z00’s main attraction, 
Major, the polar bear, 

The contrast between the two 
settings is part of a planned theme 
that is designed to show off the 
best and worst of what zoos can 
do for and to animals 

The zoo, located on 
Stoncham’s Pond Street, along the 
shores of the Spot Pond Reservoir, 
provides many contrasts. Among 
these are the education factors of 
seeing wild animals up close or 
being able to study the history of 
the earth's geology to providing 
spots for quiet meditation or 
allowing a child's imagination to 
run wild. 

The frightening fact is that this 
area of great excitement was 
almost taken away from us as the 
result of state budget cuts that 
caused the Stone Zoo to close at 
3:30 p.m., on November 12, 1990. 
The gates remained shut to the 
general public for the next 18 
months, and many of the most 
popular animals were sent to new 
homes at other zoos. 

Only a few birds, the colubus 
monkeys, Major and two humans 
were kept at the site. THe humans 
were Assistant Curator Mike 
Wells of Stoncham and Senior 

r Sandy Elliott of Reading. 

indy and I were the only two 
people left during the shutdown,” 
Wells said 


He has been on the job at the 
site for the last 17 years and 
Sandy has been at the Zoo for 9 
1/2 years. 

Elliott explained, “They had to 
leave some animals here they 
couldn't find homes for, (and we 
had to stay and take care of 
them).” 

At its peak just over two years 
ago, the Zoo was the home to over 
80 mammals and about 100 birds. 
When the zoo was closing all but 
one of the exhibits remained open. 

The proverbial “They” (in this 


case the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC) and the state 
Legislature) may have been suc- 
cessful in shutting down the zoo 
but they could not make people 
forget about it. 

In fact during the many months 
preceding the shutdown, a group 
of volunteers now known as the 
Friends of the Stone Zoo staryd 
forming. The first objective as 
to keep the Zoo open. Failing that, 
they have been successful in the 
second objective, which was to 
reopen the Stone Zoo.

That success was gained with a 
lot of hard work on the part of the 
local citizens and former visitors 
to the Zoo. Some of the visitors 
were the third generation of fami- 
lies that had used the Zoo and 
came from near and far including 
Florida to lend support. 

Friends Vice President, and co- 
founder, Bea Russo of Stoneham 
said, “This place would not be 
surviving without the support of 
the general public.” 

The veracity of the statement 
was backed up by Wells, Elliott

With the Zoo reopened the paid 
staff is now up to five. However, 
it is with the help of the volun- 
teers that many big jobs get done. 

Elliott noted that they take pic- 
tures, help at the ticket counter 
and act as monitors at the various 
display areas. This last job, the 
monitors is what allows the paid 
staff to go about their work at the 
Zoo. 

A walk around the Zoo shows 
the amount of work that needs to 
be done. At present five display 
areas are open. The aforemen- 
tioned Wetlands scene is habited 
by 50 percent of wild waterfowl 
and another 50 percent of water 
fowl that have had their feathers 
pinioned to keep them at the 
scene, 

It is an open manmade pond 
with samples of wetland plants 
and several types of ducks and 
geese on display. The scene is 
very pastoral and even on a 
cloudy, damp day it provides 
some good views for meditative 


As you continue the trip 
through the Zoo, you will notice 
an area that has been boarded up. 
The boards have been used as a 
backdrop of a mural of several 
different animals. 

Elliott explained that the pit 
behind the boards used to be the 
enclosure where the wild cats 
were kept. She noted that 
although the Zoo was state-of the 
art after it was revamped in the 
1960's, it was not realized back 
then what cruel treatment such a 
pit was to the animals 

According to Elliott, the pit 
will be kept as well as some other 
older type display areas, However, 
no animals will be shown in them 
as they will be examples of what 
not to do. 

Wells noted that people should 
not be disappointed at the lack of 
displays the zoo has. “We are 
building,” he added 

According, to Wells, getting 
animals is not the problem, as the 
Zoo is offered animals on a daily 
basis but has to tum them down 

“Many of the animals are 
turned down for health reasons,” 


he noted. 

Wells said that the slow down 
is deliberate as the Zoo staff is 
developing the proper environ- 
ment in which the animals can be 
displayed. 

One of these proper environ- 
ments Was provided by mother 
nature, as a rock outcropping on 
the side of a hill in the Zoo acts as 
the backdrop for the mountain 
exhibit. Elliott noted that the 
exhibit contains examples of mou- 
flon, a European sheep, and 
aoudad, an African sheep. 


Ironically the rock which is 
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used as the backdrop, has been 
analyzed as coming from the 
coast of Africa eons ago. 

On the peak of the. hill, 
geology students -from Boston 
College’s Western Observatory 
are constructing a Geology exhibit 
showing samples of rocks in the 
area. The exhibit is under the 
supervision of Reverend William 
Skechan a well known geologist. 

The top of the hill is also a 
good area to take a rest as it pro- 
vides a beautiful view of Spot 
Pond and the surrounding woods 
that make up the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation. 

On the way back down the hill, 
the Zoo visitor comes to the one 
of the-facility’s most popular dis- 
play, the Aviary. 

Among the many beautifully 
colored tropical and exotic birds 
are three newly hatched Bali 
Mynahs. 

Elliott explained that the Zoo is 
particularly proud of these small 
songbirds as they are very rare 
and hard to raise. 

According to Wells, the birds 
will be sent out to other Zoos 
throughout the country in an effort 
to bolster populations. 

The Aviary also contains 
examples of many different tropi- 
cal trees and plants, and the birds 
, for the most part be seen in 
flight amongst the tre 

As you exit the aviary, you 
come into the area where Peanuts 
the elephant used to be on display. 

Elliott explains that this was 
another example of an inadequate 
display area and it is now being 
used as an events area 

Next to this events area is the 
tropical forest display that now 
houses the colubus monkeys. 

Russo noted that thanks to 
money contributed by the Boston 
Zoological Society, the area has 
bcen opened up and the monkeys 
are now able to enjoy the out 
doors without being in glass 
enclosed cages. 

The three colubus monkeys on 
display are unusual as they are 
three males. According to Elliott, 
the male will usually harm other 
males, But these three are a father 
and his two sons.

Wells noted that although the dis- 
play is not the best for a polar 
bear, it would be disastrous to 
move Major at this time because it 
has been his home for 23-years.

His companion, Ursa Minor, 
and eight-year-old daughter, 
Kendra, are on display at the 
Worcester Science Center. 

According to Wells, the five- 
year plan is to develop the 
Stoneham facility into a display of 
animals from North and South 
America with the Franklin Park 
Zoo in Boston being developed as 
a display of animals from Africa, 
parts of Europe and Asia.

"Of Mice and Men" 


Ray Walston plays Candy with 
a heartbreaking desperation visi- 
ble that occasionally bubbles over 
his sad, subservient exterior. The 
three hope to pool their meager 
resources and build a home. In 
spite of the buoyancy with which 
they make their plans, you sense 
these men know it's a doomed 
venture. 

Trouble comes in the form of 
Sherilyn Fenn, known only as 
Curley's Wif he's married to 
Curley, the mean, vindictive son 
of the farmer who employed 
George and Lennie as temporary 
hands, Driven by loneliness, trou- 
ble surrounds this woman like a 
miasma of ill will. Horton Foote's 
screenplay makes her more 
human even than the novel would 
allow. Curley's wife is no 
demoness, simply a person in 
need of love and companionship, 
much like everyone else in the 
story. 

Though Fenn's ripe sexuality 
and pitiful aloneness captures our 
attention, this is really Walston's 
show. Both Candy, and Joe 
Morton as the hunched Crooks, 
convey the abuse people can 
swallow when trapped. But 
Walston's performance lets us see 
into a future that promises to be 
even bleaker than his present. 

John Malkovich, as the child- 
like Lennie, is convincing, but 
you can't help but feel he's hold- 
ing back, playing the role just a 
bit too economically. Sinise, how- 
ever, is right on the mark as the 
energetic, careful man determined 
to live a decent life. 

Filming in muted golds and 
rich earth tones, Sinise did some- 
thing the 1939 version of the 
movie couldn't. The Lewis 
Milestone's black and white ver- 
sion may have been grittier, Sinise 
makes us painfully aware of the 
beauty of the California country- 
side. We instinctively feel for 
these day-laborers as they work a 
land that is fruitful and rich, but 
will neyer be theirs, All told, this 
is a remarkable, thoughtful and 
emotional adaptation that may be 
set in the 1930s, but easily mirrors 
the 1990s,
